prices will be quoted on a gold bas^s. 
Itis anticipated that, the resumption, 
•vnll have a very material effect in in- 
/creasing values, and that the condition 
of business generally, will become 
.1 more healthy. If the law bo strictly 
tfarried out one groat benefit will cer- 
tainly result — it will bo possible to oii- 
t|r v^to contracts and purchase stocks 
with' a' feeling of assurance on the part 
of the purchaser that, wlien hi.i obliga- 
tions have to bo discharged, ho will 
not bo called on to meet thoni with dol- 
lars of greater value than thoso lie has 
received in his daily transactions. The 
people of the United States seeiu to 
have bad enough of the silver agitation 
and they are now convinced that the 
re-coinago of silver cannot permanent- 
ly relieve busine.ss depression. After 
January 1st tho "cart-wheel" dollar 
will bo received at the treasury in 
conformity with law, and will not bo 
re-issued, unless preferred to gold or le- 
gal tender notes. This isalmost equiv- 
alent to stating that by far the greater 
portion of them will never, under Pres- 
ident Hayes' administration, reach 
circulation again; for by a vote 
of the New York bankoia, it 
was recently resolved to declare the 
"cart-wheels" unbankable. This being 
the case it is highly improbable that 
any number of uersons will run after 
what is really an inferior article. An- 
other good that will accrue from re- 
sumption will be that loans may bo 
negotiated with a certainty that de- 
preciated currency will not be tendered 
in repayment. The bill introduced re- 
cently in Congress provide.") that the 
redemption of notes in coin shall bo 
suspended whenever the coin in the 
Treasury shall be reduced 350,000,000, 
and that when tho amount of coin in 
the Treasury exceeds $100,000,000, tho 
surplus shall be used for the redemp- 
tion of bonds bearing tho highest rate 
of interest that are subject to call.

The London Times does not partici- 
pate in pessimist views of the perman- 
ence of the present business depression. 
The existence of recurrent periods of 
distress and nctivitj' is wellascertainiul. 
We are continually passing from ad- 
versity to prosperity and from pros- 
perity, back again. But on the whole 
the tendency is forward. We do not 
go so far backward in a bad time as wc 
do forward in a good time. The Brit- 
ish nation is now better ofl' than it was 
in the depression of I8G8. This is 
shown indisputably by tables published 

the' piucliaso wa3THte£«iipotr'^?S!2SS5iffi» 
by Mr. Lefevre, WrreSItrSit of the 
Statistical Society. For instance, 
pauperism increased toward the close 
of last year, but the increase was rela- 
tively less, and the total number of 
paupers on the roll is 30 per cent, less 
than it was in 1868, in spite of an in- 
crease of 10 per cent, in the population. 
On the strength of these figures the 
Times founds the reasonable hope that 
when business does look up wo may 
fairly look for .something more than 
the mere renewal of former pros])erity. 

FISH CULTURE. 

Nearly half a million of the eggs of 
California salmon have been taken to 
Germany, the Netherlands, France and 
England, tho first named country re- 
ceiving the largest quantity. As it 
may be some four or five years before 
fish derived from American eggs attain 
their proper size, the final res\dt is 
waited forby German lishcultuvists with 
no small amount of curiosity. Such 
however, is the strict method in wliich 
European streams are preserved that 
there is no doubt but that in time the 
German rivers will abound with this 
very fine fish.

Ca\)t. Ciiopor (o.\!viniimtiou coiitinuoJ): 

Charge No. 2. Tliat tho pl.tintiQ' cUil in 
187C sell to Messrs. Engolhardt & Co. 10 
tona of coal witiioiit accounting for tho 
proceods thereof. Tliis plea is incorrect; 
and I now prodiicu a tologram from Otta- 
wa instructing nio to liold fho Htoanier Sir 
James Douglas in rc idincss and good 
order for the Governor-Uenorars arrival. 
This was the origin of my ordering tlio 
Harewood coal to bo laid on tlio Hudson 
Bay Oo.'s wharf, and because it was con- 
sidered of an inferior quality for generat- 
ing steaiii, and I wanted to get a cargo of 
good steam coal ; about two or three weeks 
after tlio lauding of this met Mr. Eiigel- 
hardt in town and held a conversation 
with him, the result nf which was that 10 
tons of tho coal wore delivered to him hy 
tho Hudson Bay Co.'s wharfmgor ; about 
two or tlirco moiitlts after presented a bill 
for this coal but there was no settlement 
then there being contra accounts extend- 
ing from 1870 to 1878 against the Marino 
Hospital and stor,^go account; I he account 
for the coal wa.s settled on tlio 2nd April, 
1878, by cheque for §70 which I paid into 
tho Bank of British Columbia and receiv- 
ed in its plac" a deposit receipt, acknow- 
ledging that tho sum of ,§70 had been 
passed to the credit of the Rcceiver-Gon- 
eral at Ottawa ; I aftorwards received an- 
other receipt for the same sum from Otta- 
wa ; this S70 represented 10 tons of coal 
sold to Messrs. Engelliardt & Co. 

Charge No. 3. Witness hero explained 
that in 1870 ho supplied atms and ammu- 
nition to tho Dominion steamer to tho 
value of .$lflO according to an invoice de- 
livered by H. Short and now produced ; 
tlie purchase was made upon tho requisi- 
tion of Capt. D. Morrisou ; tho steamer 
was engaged t.) take some 30 surveyors to 
Oardinor's Inlet and liad orders to winter 
there while tho surve3-ors were on board. 
Tho Captain had already borrowed some 
.seven or nine rille.s from tho Railway 
Ollice as protection against Indians ; ac- 
cording to the Captain's requisition I sup- 
plied the steamer with guns, pistols and 
amnninition amounting in value to §190. 15, 
tho whole of those with tho la.st pistol v\\ 
the invoice owned by myself, were put 
on bciard the steamer; at tho time I boiiglit 
those I had a convors:ition witli IVIr. 
Short, when ho jiroduced a gun, which ho 
'said was defective and recommended my 
purchasing a second-hand gun, which I 
could have at the same price; this I did, 
but required a bccoiuI gun, and tlio next 
was valued at .875; this I also purchased, 
but as I thought the Govornnient would 
-object to my paying this suin I after- 
wards purchased a rillo for S5(i, which I 
placed on board with my pistol wliich Mr. 
Short had cleaned, valued itt §20, making 
in all S70; I put these on board with that 
understanding with Capt. Morrison; I 
spoko to Mr. Short about this shortly 
after tho steamer returned from Gaidin- 
or's Inlet; tho second-hand gun was 
bought with the understanding tl'.at if it 
did not suit that I might change it; tho 
invoice produced was presented before 
tho Douglas rotiu-ncd and ns I did not 
know the gun would be returned I made 
out tho voucher to represent the contem- 
plated change of arms when she did return; 
I made out the voucher as produced; and 
in making it out I inserted the item of 
^^S.oO hy mistake; but to rectify it I 
charged tiie Smith & \\'e3son pistol at $20 
instead uf §20, thus charging the tlireo 
pistols at $20 each ; tho dopartniont did 
not lose one farthing by the transaction, 
nor did I make one cent profit; the amu- 
nitiori was almost entirely expended at 
Gardiner's Inlet; as tho party bad almost 
entirely to depend on fish and game; 
these articles form part of tho stores of 
tho Dominion of Canada; there are now 
on board tho steamer or in niy charge in 
the department, one shot gun for which I 
paid 835, one rifle $66, one S. & \V. pis- 
tol S2G, two Colt's pistols ?20 each, and 
some unexpended ammunition; in cases of 
emergency I have to make arrangements 
of this kind. 

Charge No. 4. Tliis charge is incorrect. 
I pwd the full amount, but in 1877 and 
not in 187C. 

To,tlio Court.— About May 1877 I was 
instructed to lay down buoys at Baynes 
Sound and I oflicially instructed tho Capt- 
ain to take on board some coal; it appears 
that Hi tons of co.al were sold to tho 
vessel at Baynes Sound tho value of which 
is?51,75; on tho 30th Juno of the same 
year, Mr. Heistennan presented the ac- 
count for this on a printed bill .head, I 
made out one vouchor and Mr. Heisternian 
tho other two copies ; I never heard any- 
thing about any reduction having to bo 
made and had been informed that tho 
price was tlie same as at Nanaimo; Mr. 
Hoistorman receipted the vouchors and I 
handed him tho cheque with one of them 
for tho full amount of S57.75; Mr. Hoist- 
crman than came round to my desk and 
put down §5,75; I asked him what that 
was for; ho said he had been instructed by 
tho board to make a rebate ol 50 eta. a ton 
as they wanted to encourage the sale of 
tho coal; I told hini I could not receive it 
and protested against his leaving it; ho 
did leave it but I did not sec it till tho 
evening when I was going away. I then 
put it in my drawer wlicre it remained till 
it was absorbed in potty cash for Domin- 
ion services; I cannot tell why I did not 
place this at once to tho credit of tho 
Government but I tupposo it was tho in- 



significance of tho sum that made mo 
forgot it entirely; I swear most positively 
that this sum has boon paid to tho Dom- 
inion Government through petty cash. 

To Mr. Walkem— There is no account 
in aid of refund or reimbursmcut. 

Charge No. 5. This chargo is incorrect. 
Tho amount of §018 was paid in full with- 
out any rebate, commission or profit to 
myself; the §250 paid me at that time by 
Mr. Smith was a loan from Mr. William- 
son, which had boon previously an-anged, 
and for which I gave a note of twelve 
months and paid it by two installments, 
ono for §120 and the other for §130, with 
interest up to date; this note had not tho 
slightest connection with the hire of tho 
steamer for government work; I gave 
Capt. Smith a receipt for this money and 
sent tho note to Mr. Williamson by post 
(noto produced.) 

Cbargo No. G. I did supply Capo Boalo 
lighthouse with 800 g.allons of oil in 1870; 
tho Bluo Book states that .Messrs. Lang- 
loy & Co. supplied 300 gallons and Mc- 
Quade & Son 500 gallons; this is correct 
and is explained on the voucher; the date 
was put so as to bring tho bill down to 
tho tiscal year of 187C, and tho 300 gal- 
lons was not paid for till August, 1875; 
the remaining 500 gallons was obtained 
from P. McQuado & Son as tho voucher 
will show, it is signed by Mr. McQuade; 
I never received any commission, etc. , on 
either of thosu transactions ; tho oil w.as 
all received at Capo Boalo as the keeper's 
receipt will show in his monthly report. 

Tho Court hero took recess. 

AKTEIt IIEUKS.S. 

Charge No. 7. — Capt. Cooper, continued : 
I supplied 800 gallons of oil to Capo Bealo 
lighthouse in 1877 ; tho vouchor produced 
is for that quantity from Langloy & Co., 
for which I rocoivcd no conunission; tho 
keeper has an entry that ho received 80 
casus of oil in tho same month and counts 
it as 040 imperial gallons — that is 800 
American gallons. 

Charge No. 8. — I never charged the 
§100 to tho Dominion Government for re- 
pairs, as tho keeper was not a carpenter 
and I never considered ho w:ls able to do 
thoin; I only gave liiiii an order to do tho 
painting, and never promised to pay him 
§100; 1 am not on friendly relations with 
Mr. I'earse and have not been for tlio last 
so von or eight years; had always under- 
stood he had applied for'm^ position; tho 
two requisitions for stores addressed "To 
Cooper" I received from Cai)t. Dovcrcaux, 
my subordinate;! never received an ollicial 
documont like that boforu; T ncitliov wrote 
or spoko to him about this; ho has been in 
tho habit of annoying mo very much in 
his corre.ipondenco; about tho 10th or 15th 
February, 1878, Westmoieland a^iplied to 
mo for his money and I told him then 
that I had not sufficient money in the 
bank to pay him; I also told liini that I 
had hoard he had been making some dis- 
respectful remarks about mo and that be- 
fore he left wo had to square accounts; 
iie called again with a Mr. Plummer, but 
as I had not received any additional Credit 
I could not pay him; tlie same thing 
co;urreil on 19th February and so by his 
wish I issued his cheque and ho said lie 
would got it discounted; I informed iiim 
that I had information of a confidential 
character that he had said that tlie oil 
and paints were wrong ond ante-dated 
and that he could prove that Iliad pocket- 
ed the $100 which he liad claimed ; I pre- 
sentod him with a written apology, wliieh 
I asked him to sign; he refused, but be- 
fore leaving the office, apulogisod and 
otFercd to shake hands .-is ho was going 
away; I shook hands and olfored to go and 
take a glass of j{rog with him, which he 
doclinw; previous to this I ]iad asked 
him if Mr. Bunstcr did not owe him .§70; 
ho said "yes," after which he loft the 
ollice; tho accusation that I oft'erod him a 
considerable sum to sign the apology is 
distinctly false; ha was alionthalf sober at 
tho time; I brought this action because I 
heard that night that Westmoreland had 
been an hour or more with Mr. Pearse 
making a Btatoment; I, therefore, resolved 
that before ho left the country I would 
h.ave tho matter thoroughly sifted 
and commenced at 8 a.m. on tho 20th 
Feb. to take out a capias; it 
was too late, but through no fault 
of mine or my attorneys ; Mr. Pearse 
never, either directly or indirectly, .iskcd 
or wrote mo about those charges ; on the 
28th JIaroh last, after tho action had hceii 
commonccd, Captain Devereaux sent me 
up a copy of a lot of clocumonts against 
ine which he had foyvrarded to Ottawa ; 
tho Dominion Governnjent have not forc- 
ed me to bring on this action. 

To Mr. Kobertson — In tho spring of 
1870 sent a man named McLeod down to 
tho lighthouse ; I had never seen him till 
ho brought me Mr, Bunster's letter. I 
relied upon Mr. Bunster's letter for the 
man's character ; I inteiided MqLeod to 
make tho repairs and tlie keepers do the 
painting and afterwards paid him, as ho 
reprbsentod that he had done tho work ; 
McLood made such representations as in- 
duced me to believe ho had boon there 
and performed tho work. 

The cross-examination of tho witness ' 
was continued at great length on the first | 
chargo but without eliciting .anything of \ 
importance. | 

'The Court then adjourned till 1 o'clock j 
to-morrow (Friday).
